TWIN FALLS - Twin Falls 
County Coroner Gene Turley was 
charged Friday with two misde- 
meanors in connection with a 
confrontation witJi -skateboarders 
at the Lynwood Shopping Center. 

Twin Falls city prosecutor Fritz 
Wonderlich diarged Turley with 
battery and disturbing the peace. 
Each charge carries a maximum 
sentence of sbe momlis in jail. 

A summon.s was issued for 
Turley, who must respond to the 
-cliargcs by April 19. If he pleads 
guilty, n sentencing date will be 
sGt.'if he pleads innocent, a trial‘s 
date will be set. 

The charges arose from the 
Feb. 16 confrontation between .

BOISE - After a year of work, 
a Magic Valley legislator’s 
attempt, to make Idaho schools

Aimed ot any person who ille- 
gally brings. a gun to a school 
campus or activity, the bill 
received resounding acceptance 
in both houses of did Legislature.

The situation is not unlike the 
end of the 1999 session when the 
bill's author, Rep. Randy 
Hansen, R-Twin Foils, wntclied a 
similar measure he drafted sail 
through the Legislature only to 
• be vetoed, by Gov. Dirk 
' Kempthorne after.chc session 
because of worries it wouldn’t 
. puss muster with die courts. 
Kempthorne is unlikely to* 
snub dlls year’s bill, thou^i. The 
governor mentioned 1999's 
vetoed attempt during his State 
of the State address at die begin- 
ning of this year’s session and 
said he wanted to sign u gun.s-in- 
sdiools bill. 

“Our children must be protect- 
ed. ond our schools must be 
safe,” Kempdiorne said. 

After the veto of his first 
attempt, Hansen redoubled his 
efforts and pulled together an 
odd coalition of educators, law- - 
enforcement rcpresentacivcsT 
gun-rights advocates ond law- 
makers to examine die issue. The 
result wos,a bill that seems to 
address everyone’s concerns. 

The new bill includes several ' 
strung changes including lan- 
guage thot make.s illegal to 
"possess” a firearm on any cam- 
pus. Last yeor’s rejected bill 
simply banned “carrying on 
one’s person" a firearm in a 
school building or school-sonc- 
tioncU event. 

Specifically, the bill defines 
“possess" as: “to bring an object, 
or to cause it to 4>e brouglu onto - 
the property of a public or pri- 
vate elementary or secondary 
sdiool, or to exercise dominion 
and control over an object locat- 
ed anywhere on such property." 

In this year’s bill, Han.wn has 
expanded the types of weapons 
banned from campuses. 
Previously only handguns were 
covered. The new bill includes 
any “deadly or dangerous 
weapon,” whid) indudc.s “every- 
thing down tb a knife with a 2 
1/2'inch blade," he said.

Forest Service rejects challenge to logging plan 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - 
California’s top federal forestry 
official rejected a dozen major 
challenges Friday to a 2.4 million- 
aoe plan long touted os a break- 
through compromise between 
loggers and environmentalists, a 
move certain to send the dispute 
to court. 

The decision by Bradley E. 
Powell, the U.S. Forest Service’s .

cnallcngcd the Quincy Library -

federal court.

More importantly,, the Mormon - 
churph’s new inference Center 
which be used for tlie first 
time during the faitli’s semiaimu- 
ol conference this weekend - has 
room for one of the world’s 
fastest growing religions.

T here is no Jo/ijStf any 
doubt that oixr world Is' 
worming. The 1990s 
were the warmest - 
decade in a millenni- 
um: 1998 the hottest year. 


Globally, average temperatures 
rose by one degree Fanrenheit 
over the last century, ^^th much 
of the increase occurring over the 

_Iast 25 years^ 

' THIsmayhoVsouhdllke much,’ ” 
but just 05 an inbreose of two or 
three degrees' in a person’s body 
temperature induces aches, pains 
and fever, so the symptoms of the 
Earth’s distress are becoming 
increa^ngly evident. 

Global sea level is rising, Arctic 
ice is thinning, gladers are 
retreating, many species ore 
declining and por^s of the world 
ore seeing heavier rainfall. These 
ore not predictions, but well doc- 
umented changes. 

The debate is no longer over 
whether global worming is occur- 
ring but why. Scientists are 
increasingly confident that many 
of the patterns associated with 
this warming climate betray the 
fingerprint of human causation. 

^pidly increasing concencra- 
' dons of greenhouse gases in the 
atmosphere, the fes^t of our 
using the atmosphere os a deposi- 
tory for the waste gases that result 
from the burning of fossil fuels, 
ore causing the Earth to overheat.. 
Mark Twain’s lament - that 


thing about it -unfortunatdy is ~ 
no longer true. 

Although we carmot predict 
with certainty what the weather 
of the future will be like, we do 
know that it will be different 
from the climate patterns of the 
past, in part as a result of what 
we have doite to our atmosphere 
throu^ the rel ease of ca rbon . 
dlo^de ond^ther greeiih'buse >' 
gases. ' 

So how do we onddpate and ' 
plan for this uncertain future? 
This is where climate modeling 
comes in. 

Prediction is always a risky busi- 
ness, but with incretuindy sophis- 
ticated computer models we can 
begin to construct reasonably 
accurate simulations of a range of 
future climate scenarios given var- 
ious sets of assunipdons about 
future greenhouse gas emissions. 


In the post, climate modeling 
has sometimes been crlddzed for 
falling to take into account ade- 
quately natural factors that Influ- 
ence climate. 

As the sdence has become bet- 
ter developed, however, comput- 


er modeliiig has been improved 
to account tormore of the com- 
plex forces driving climate vari- 
ability and global worming - for 
Instance, the non-Uneor Interac- 
tions between the sun, the 
oceans, the atmosphere and the 
ayosphere. 

The inaeactngly sophisdeated 
strucnira of these new models 


now allows for different ossump- 
dons atx)ut greenhouse gas emis- 
sions and natural forcing factors 
such as solar variability and vol- 
oude erupdons to be factored 
intone equadon and their conse- 

quepi^simulacedt 

JMscrepandes tetween predic- - 
dons andrecorded surface and 
atmospheric temperatures also 
have been seized upon by the aic- 
ics to dismiss the prediedons 
alarmist. Butjiew research sug- 
gests that these apparent discrep- 
andes ore caused by factors that 
in no way invalidate the condu- 

— donsof-theuximputersimtiladona.— 

Unlike much of the criddsm 
being voiced by the naysayers of 
glob^ worming, these climate 
models are based not on ideology 
or politics, but. on basic laws of 
physics. 

They have been used success- 
fully for many years to make 

. short-range weather prediedons 
and they are being used now to 
help policy makers weigh the 
Impact and predict the.effects of . 
various measures aimed at reduc- 
ing greenhouse gas eniissions. 

As such, they are a vifolly 
important tool - and the'oiily one 

- we really have - for governments 
seeking to evaluate and prepare 
for the long-range risks of cUmate 
change.

40,000 feet. ' 

The satellites, considered the 
most accurate barometer of the 
earth’s temperature, have been a 
source of embarrassment to the 
proponents of the global wanning 
theory because their hJgh-Mw- 
ered Global Climate Modds pre- 
dicted that the lower atmosphere 
must show a significant wanning 


of about .36 depees Centigrade. 
The panel, which induded both

Armstrong 
admitsjhc dlfflculdes of defining 
it, but writes that it's- on opt des- 
ignation for “embattled forms of 
spirihiality, which have emerged 
as a response to a perceived cri- 
sis,” namely the fear that moder- 
nity will eradicate faith and 
morality. 

Although Armstrong presents 
fundiunentalists as paranoid, she 


also write's that “the idea of a 
divinply revealed law is pro- 
foundly incompatible with the 
modern ethos” and downright 
"repellent” to modem seculor- 
ists. 

The new book focuses on 
Protestants'- and skips 
Armstrong’s childhood faith of 
Roman Catholicism,, which she 
sold 7s only partially fundamen- 
talist. Pope John Poul n is push- 
ing “radical traditionalism,” she 
remorked, but simultoneously 
“has a posidvc, pluralist outlook 
-ogoinst the intolerance of the 
past.”
